Thb  First  Edition  of  8,500  copies  of  this  work  having  long  been 
exhausted,  I  have  pleasure  in  offering  a  new  and  carefully  revised 
and  corrected  edition  to  my  friends  and  the  public,  to  meet  the 
pressing  demands  both  from  abroad  and  home. 

The  great  and  rapid  sale  of  the  first  edition  indicates  that  the 
work  has  met  the  popular  taste,  and  proves  that  the  intricacy, 
brilliancy,  and  depth  of  the  play  of  the  various  authors  has  been 
recognised  and  appreciated. 

Great  efforts  have  been  made  to  secure  correctness  in  notation, 
so  that  the  play  on  all  the  positions  may  be  considered  reliable. 

The  value  of  this  edition  has  been  greatly  enhanced  by  the 
persistent  efforts  of  the  many  experts  who  have  tested  the  play  on 
the  positions  to  prove  their  soundness  or  otherwise.  Although 
flaws  have  been  discovered  in  many  problems,  the  play  given  to 
correct  them  will  be  found  a  source  of  great  instruction  ;  and  the 
efforts  of  those  who  have  discovered  and  corrected  the  errors  will 
have  the  grateful  thanks  of  all  lovers  of  the  game  as  well  as  my 
own.  My  gratitude  is  particularly  due  to  Mr.  W.  C.  Belden,  of 
Cucamongo,  California,  U.S.A.,  who,  when  he  found  that  I  was 
revising  this  work,  wrote  repeatedly,  and  sent  me  the  fruits  of  his 
years  of  study  on  the  positions.  Although  I  can  point  with  pride 
and  pleasure  to  the  play  of  all  correctors,  I  feel  I  am  fully 
justified  in  referring  to  that  of  our  mutual  friend,  Mr.  Belden,  as 
particularly  meritorious  and  fine.  Some  of  his  is  now  published 
for  the  first  time.

In  order  that  the  typographical  merits  of  this  work  might  it 
some  degree  correspond  with  the  sterling  worth  of  its  contents,  ] 
spared  neither  trouble  nor  expense  in  my  endeavours  to  produci 
it  in  a  creditable  manner,  and  for  that  purpose  had  newly  designed 
diagrams  cut  and  cast  expressly  for  it. 

In  the  whole  of  the  diagrams  the  Blacks  occupy  the  upper  and 
the  Whites  the  lower  squares  ;  but  for  the  information  of  the 
learner  I  give  the  board  numbered  as  required  for  foUowina  the 
play,  and  the  men  placed  for  commencing  the  games.

THE    STANDARD    LAWS. 


I. — The  Standard  Board  must  be  of  light  and  dark  squares,  not  less  than 
fourteen  and  one-half  inches,  nor  more  than  sixteen  inches  across  said 
squt.  sjs. 

2. — The  Board  shall  be  placed  so  that  the  bottom  corner  square  on  the  left 
hand  shall  be  black. 

3. — The  Standard  Men,  technically  described  as  Black  and  White,  must  be 
light  and  dark  (say  red  and  white,  or  black  and  white),  turned,  and  round,  and 
not  less  than  one  and  one-eight  inch,  nor  more  than  one  and  one-fourth  inch  in 
diameter. 

4. — The  men  shall  be  placed  on  the  black  squares. 

5. — The  black  men  shall  invariably  be  placed  upon  the  real  or  supposed  first 
twelve  squares  of  the  board;  the  white  men  upon  the  last  twelve  squares. 

6. — Each  player  shall  play  alternately  with  black  and  white  men,  and  lots 
shall  be  cast  for  the  colour  only  once — viz.,  at  the  commencement  of  a  match — 
the  winner  to  have  the  choice  of  i   king  either  black  or  white. 

7. — The  first  move  must  invariably  be  made  by  the  person  having  the  black 
men. 

8. — At  the  end  of  Five  Minutes  (if  the  move  has  not  been  previously 
made),  ''  Time  "  must  be  called  in  a  distinct  manner,  by  the  person  ap- 
pointed for  the  purpose;  and  if  the  move  be  not  completed  on  the  expiry 
of  another  minute,  the  game  sliall  be  adjudged  as  lost  through  impro[)er 
delay. 

9. — When  there  is  only  one  way  of  taking  one  or  more  pieces,  "Time" 
shall  be  called  at  the  end  of  one  minute  ;  and  if  the  move  be  not  completed 
on  the  expiry  of  another  minute,  the  game  shall  be  adjudged  as  lost  through 
improper  delay. 

10. — Either  player  is  entitled,  on  giving  intimation,  to  arrange  his  own,  or 
his  opponent's  pieces  properly  on  the  squares.  After  the  move  has  been  made, 
however,  if  either  player  touch  or  arrnnge  any  piece  without  giving  intimation 
he  shall  be  cautioned  for  the  first  offence,  and  shall  forfeit  the  game  for  any 
subsequent  act  of  the  kind. 

11. — After  the  pieces  have  been  arrnpged,  if  the  person  whose  turn  it  is  to  play 
touch  one,  he  must  either  play  it  or  forfeit  the  game.  When  the  piece  is  not 
playable,  he  is  penalized  according  to  the  preceding  law. 

12. — If  any  part  of  a  playable  piece  be  played  over  an  angle  of  the  square  on 
which  it  is  stationed,  the  play  must  be  completed  in  that  direction. 

13. — A  capturing  play,  as  well  as  an  ordinary  one,  is  completed  whenever 
the  hand  is  withdrawn  from  the  piece  pla^  o.l,  even  although  two  or  more 
pieces  should  have  been  taken. 


STANDARD  LAWS. 

14. — When  taking,  if  a  player  remove  one  of  his  own  pieces  he  cannot  replace 
it ;  but  his  opponent  can  either  play  or  insist  on  his  replacing  it. 

15. — Either  player  making  a  false  or  improper  move,  shall  instantly  forfeit 
the  game  to  his  opponent,  without  another  move  being  made. 

16. — The  "  Huff  "  or  "  Blow"  is  (before  one  plays  his  own  piece)  to  remove 
from  the  board  any  one  of  the  adverse  pieces  that  might  or  should  have 
taken.     But  the  huff  or  blow  never  constitutes  a  play. 

17. — The  player  has  the  power  either  to  Huff,  compel  the  take,  or  to  let  the 
piece  remain  on  the  board,  as  he  thinks  proper. 

18. — When  a  Man  first  reaches  any  of  the  squares  on  the  opposite  extreme 
line  of  the  board  it  becomes  a  King,  and  can  be  moved  backwards  or  for- 
wards, as  the  limits  of  the  board  permit  (though  not  in  the  same  play),  and 
must  be  crowned — by  ])lacing  a  man  on  the  top  of  it — ^by  the  opponent.  If 
he  neglect  to  do  so,  and  play,  any  such  play  shall  be  put  back  until  the  Man 
be  crowned. 

19. — A  Draw  is  when  neither  of  the  players  can  force  a  win.  When  one 
of  the  sides  appears  stronger  than  the  other,  the  stronger  party  is  required 
to  complete  the  win,  or  to  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  umpire  or  referee 
at  least  a  decided  advantage  over  his  opponent  within  forty  of  his  own 
moves — to  be  counted  from  the  point  at  which  notice  was  given — failing  in 
which  he  must  relinquish  the  game  as  a  draw. 

20. — Anything  which  may  tend  either  to  annoy  or  distract  the  attention  of 
the  player  is  strictly  forbidden — such  as  making  signs  or  sounds,  pointing  or 
hovering  over  the  board,  unnecessarily  delaying  to  move  a  piece  touched,  or 
smoking.  Any  principal  so  acting,  after  having  been  warned  of  the  con- 
sequence and  requested  to  desist,  shall  forfeit  the  game. 

21. — While  a  game  is  pending,  neither  player  is  permitted  to  leave  the  room 
without  a  sufficient  reason,  or  receiving  the  other's  consent  or  company. 

22. — Any  spectator  giving  warning,  either  by  sign,  sound,  or  remark,  on  any 
of  the  games,  whether  played  or  pending,  shall  be  ordered  from  the  room  during 
the  match,  and  play  will  be  discontinued  until  such  offending  party  retires. 

23. — A  match  between  equals,  wins  and  draws  to  count,  should  consist  of  an 
even  number  of  games,  so  that  each  player  may  have  the  first  move  the  same 
number  of  times. 

24. — Either  player  committing  a  breach  of  any  of  these  laws  must  submit  t« 
the  penalty  ;    and  his  opponent  is  equally  bound  to  exact  the  same. 

25. — Should  any  dispute  occur  not  satisfactorily  determined  by  the  preceding 
laws,  a  written  statement  of  the  facts  must  be  sent  to  a  disinterested  arbiter, 
having  a  knowledge  of  the  game,  whose  decision  shall  be  finaL

5^os.  1,  2,  3,  4  nre  universally  known  as  Ist,  2nd,  Srd,  and  4tb 
Positions.  Nos.  1  and  4  are  generally  credited  to  Payne,  but  are 
well  known  in  connection  with  Sturjies'celebraied  collection.  First 
Position  is  here  given  in  one  of  its  most  simple  forms,  but  even  at 
this  stage  it  is  not  ea.siVy  carried  to  a  successful  issue,  except  by  ex- 
perienced players.  In  Section  IT.  will  be  found  ^*  First  Position  in 
Embryo,"  by  Dr.  Brown,  to  prepare  for  the  study  of  which  the  learner 
is  recommended  to  go  through  the  piny  given  in  this  section  care- 
fully, and  endeavour  to  master  its  intricacies,  for  without  such 
Btudy  and  preparation  he  w'ill  probably  not  be  able  to  comprehend 
the  purport  of  the  various  moves  necessary  to  force  the  win  in  the 
** embryo"  position.      No.  2  was  the  jproductioo  of  that  cdebrated 
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player,  the  late  l\Ir.  Andrew  Anderson.  No.  3  has  a  most  inter* 
esting  history  ;  it  is  so  critical  that  a  single  weak  move  on  the  part 
of  Black  enables  White  to  draw,  and  Wyllie  has  drawn  it  on  many 
occasions  against  strong  players.  The  position  was  the  subject  of 
considerable  discussion  in  the  Glasgow  Weekly  Herald  during 
January  and  February,  1876,  in  which  Messrs.  J.  Hedley,  Sulli- 
van, J.  Haxton,  C.  Adamson,  and  R.  D.  Petterson  took  part.  The 
discussion  was  concerning  its  authorship,  claims  being  put  in  on 
behalf  of  Messrs.  Adamson  (of  Leven),  F.  Allen  (of  Leeds),  and 
W.  W.  Avery  (of  New  York) ;  and,  after  many  interesting  facts 
had  been  elicited,  it  was  ultimately  conceded  that  of  the  three 
"  A.'s  "  the  American  was  entitled  to  the  win,  both  on  the  points 
of  priority  of  publication  and  discovery. 

Mr.  J.  Robertson,  Berwick,  informs  me  that  No.  7  is  given  by 
Payne  in  his  work  published  in  175G — 44  years  earlier  than 
StLirges*  first  edition  —  and  his  solution  is  (black  moving  first), 
25-2li,  27-23,  29-25,  23-  18,  25-29,  18-22,  21-25,  26-30,  white  wins. 
The  position,  therefore,  is  Payne's  ;  but,  finding  it  in  Sturges's  col- 
lection, I  have  credited  him  with  it  in  mistake.  The  solution  I 
give  is  also  copied  from  Sturges's  collection. 

Dr.  Brown's  positions  inserted  in  this  section  are  most  of  them 
given  for  the  elementary  nature  of  their  composition  :  and  they 
will  be  found  both  neat  and  instructive,  although  some  of  them  are 
comparatively  easy.  No.  21  cropped  up  in  an  analysis  of  another 
position,  and  was  noted  down  ex])ressly  for  this  section.  No.  22 
is  an  end-game,  and  is  given  in  Lyman's  Book  of  Problems  (No. 
92),  by  Dr  Lucas.  Dr.  Brown,  m  a  note  to  the  Leeds  Mercnry  of 
March  31,  1883,  points  out  that  the  position  given  in  ihQ  Elmira 
Telegram  as  a  *'  Tough  Little  Nut"  is  the  same  as  this,  except  that 
a  king  occupies  square  3  instead  of  a  man,  Dr,  Brown  says  in  the 
note  referred  to,  *'  I  had  the  black  men,  and  when  we  came  to  the 
position  Dr.  Lucas  turned  the  board  round  and  pointed  out  the  win, 
and  then  promised  to  publish  it."  No.  25  is  also  the  termination  of 
a  game,  which  was  played  between  Dr.  Brown  and  Mr.  Walter 
Patterson,  London,  Editor  of  the  Drauglns  Boards  New  Scncs. 
Many  of  the  positions  bearing  other  names  have  likewise  been 
contributed  by  Dr.  Brown. 

No.  27,  by  Payne,  is  a  position  which  is  considered  by  some  (if 
we  may  judge  from  questions  frequently  put  to  Draughts  Editors) 
to  be  a  draw. 

No.  50,  contributed  by  Mr.  Willie  Gardiner,  occurred  in  play. 

The  positions  by  Sturges,  Payne,  Hull,  Alouzo  Brooks,  inul 
others,  will  be  new  to  most  learners,  but  to  the  real  thorough- 
going draughts  votaries  they  are  '*  as  familiar  as  household  words." 
They  are  given,  however,  simply  for  the  instruction  and  ainuse- 
mem  of  learners,  and  no  doubt  will  not  orJy  jjlease  but  astoniab 
many  young  players,,

NOTES    ON    THE    POSITIONS. 

ProLIcm  53  is  universally  known  as  "First  Position  in  EmiTyo/' 
This  intricate  invention  has  appeared  in  nearly  e\ery  Drau^^hts 
periodical  and  Draughts  column  since  it  was  propounded  hy  Dr. 
Brown,and  is  the  earliest  stage  from  which  the  acknowledged  "First 
Position"  can  be  forced.  There  are  many  positions,  apparently 
different,  in  which  players  can  recognise  the  germ  of  First  Position. 
Payne,  in  his  work  published  in  IToG.  gives  an  embryo  First  Po- 
sition thus — Black  Kings  9  and  10,  White  King  on  1  and  Man  on 
30,  Black  to  move  and  win ;  and,  after  thirty-four  moves,  he  in  a 
note  says,  "Now  Black  has  the  Fourth  Situation,  and  must  conse- 
quently win."  What  he  describes  as  the^F'ourth  Situation"  is 
First  Position  as  given  in  Section  I.  W^ith  the  author's  permission 
I  give  the  exhaustive  analysis  of  Dr.  Brown's  embryo  position  com-' 
piled  by  Mr.  Drinkwater,  it  being  the  most  complete  published. 

In  May,  1878,  No.  54  appeared  in  the  Newcasile  Weekly  C/iro- 
n'lcle,  and  its  appearance  caused  an  animated  and  lengthy  dis- 
cussion, many  players  positively  asserting  that  it  was  only  a  draw, 
but  a  fine  one.  After  several  unsuccessful  attempts  at  a  solution 
by  various  correspondents,  the  editor  gave  the  author's  solution, 
and  said,  "We  repeat  the  position,  that  it  may  be  fully  studied, 
and  if  any  player  can  show  a  flaw  in  it  we  will  give  him  every 
facility  for  discussion."  Dr.  Brown's  solution,  however,  seemed  to 
convince  all  that  his  win  was  thoroughly  sound. 

Concerning  the  formation  of  No.  55,  Mr.  Ward  writes,  "  If  Black 
moves  27-31  (this  move  forms  the  position)  it  apparently  gives 
AVhite  a  chance  to  draw,  by  moving  80-26,  and  then  running  up  to 
the  crown-head  ;  but  Black  wins,  nevertheless,  thus — 27-31,  30-26, 
22-25,  26-22,  31-26,  22-17,  26-22,  3  7-13,  22-28,  15-10,  18-14, 10-6, 
14-9,  6-1,  9-5,  1-6,  25-30,  6-10,  30-26, 10-15.  If  Black  moves  from 
26  to  23,  White  can  draw  by  playing  13-9,  5-14,  15-18.  The  game 
is  also  drawn  if  Black  moves  from  26  to  22,  or  26  to  SO,  or  5  to  1, 
because  the  White  King  can  then  move  into  the  white  double- 
corner :  butresumethevariation—2G  31,15-19,  31-27, 19-15.27-24, 
15-10,  24-19,  10-14,  19-15,  same  as  root  at  20th  move  of  White, 
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and  BIftck  win?."  It  will  be  seen,  however,  tliat  Dr.  Brown's  so- 
lution upsets  this  play  and  proves  the  draw. 

No.  63  occurred  in  an  end-game  with  the  late  Mr.  Wm.  Lyddon, 
and  was  noted  down  in  memoriam. 

No.  84  is  an  end-game  from  a  *'Will  'o  the  Wisp,"  won  in  a 
tourney  match  against  Dr.  Lucas.  The  game  was  played  move  by 
move  as  given  in  Sturges,  down  to  the  last  move,  where  it  is  left  off 
as  drawn,  at  which  point  Dr.  Brown  announced  a  win. 

No.  85  originally  appeared  in  The  Draught  board  (old  series),  Feb., 
1870,  and  in  1878  as  523  in  the  Glasgow  Herald,  copied  from  the 
Bofiton  Globcy  but  with  no  author's  name.  Mr.  J.  Kichards,  of  Pen- 
zance, called  the  editor's  attention  to  the  omission,  and  pointed  out 
Mr.  Fred  Allen  as  the  author.  Tiie  following  week  the  Herald  in- 
serted a  note  as  follows—''  In  giving  the  Problem  the  Globe 
remarked,  *This  very  neat  position  was  shown  us  at  the  New  Chess 
and  Checker  Rooms,  Ordway  Place.  The  author's  name  is  un- 
known." Our  contemporary  will  be  glad  to  be  furnished,  through 
Mr.  Richards,  witli  the  author's  name." 

No.  87  occurred  in  a  ^ame  played  in  1857,  between  Mr.  Lear, 
of  Liverpool,  and  INIr.  Millar. 

No.  93  was  sent  to  tha  Newcastle  Weekly  Chronicle,  by  INIr.  A.  M. 
Burgess,  of  London,  as  a  Draughts  Study,  with  the  question, — 
**  Black  to  move,  what  result  ?  "  It  was  inserted  with  the  remark 
that  **it  will  test  the  analytical  faculties  of  our  readers,  to  whose 
particular  attention  it  is  recommended."  The  question  drew 
answers  and  analysis  from  a  number  of  correspondents  in  favour 
of  the  win  for  white. 

Positions  100  and  103  occurred  in  the  Wyllle-Martins  Match 
Games,  and  were  given  up  as  drawn.  No.  105  was  the  finish  of  a 
game  between  Messrs.  Grant  and  McGuire,  Newcastle. 

No.  106  is  introduced  as  "The  Christmas  Cross  "  into  a  divert- 
ing Christmas  story  in  the  Magnet,  entitled  "The  White  Doctor," 
which  contains  a  humorous,  and,  to  draught  players,  an  easily  com- 
prehended "cut"  at  the  names  of  many  prominent  players. 

No.  114. — The  Gentleman  s  Jovrnal,  on  inserting  this  position, 
paid,  "  We  consider  this  an  entirely  original  and  ingenious  idea." 
The  St,  Louis  Republican  (U.S.A.)  also  inserted  the  problem  and 
the  following  remarks — "In  our  judgment,  this  is  one  of  the  most 
ingenious  positions  ever  published.  We  acknowledge  our  failure  to 
solve  it  after  some  hours  spent  in  vain  attempts  to  unravel  the  mys- 
tery. It  is  the  third  we  have  come  across  which  have  compelled 
us  to  look  at  the  solution."  Draughplayers  need  therelore  not  be 
ashamed  at  being  caught  studving  the  author's  "explanation."  The 
problem  was  also  inserted  in  the  PaiJey  and  Renfrewshire  Gazette, 
and  attributed  to  Mr.  Burns,  Cupar  Fife.  Upon  the  real  author 
being  pointed  out  to  the  editor,  he  said,  "Although  inadvertently 
attributed  to  Mr.  Burns,  it  is  but  just  to  that  gentleman  to  say  he 
lays  no  claim  to  it."

NOTES    ON    THE    POSITIONS. 

The  whole  of  the  foregoing  problems  by  Mr.  Drinkwater  have 
been  formed  by  various  games,  some  of  the  positions  having 
occurred  in  play  against  friendly  antagonists. 

117  is  an  end-game  from  "  Defiance,"  with  Mr.  McKenzie. 

118,  from  ^'  Souter"  game  41  in  E.  D.  P.  vol.  2.  119,  "Whilter.*" 

120,  from  *' Old  Fourteenth,"  game  380,  in  Sunderland  Echo, 

122,  from  *'  Switcher  "  game  9  in  E.  D.  P.,  vol.  1. 

123  and  124,  from  Single  Corner  in  Fife  News.  124  was  originally 
published  as  a  draw,  and  was  not  discovered  to  be  a  win  until  after 
its  appearance  in  Mr.  Lyman's  Problem  Book. 

125,  from  "  Souter."   126, "  Whilter  "  game  80  in  E.  D.  P.,  vol  1. 

127,  from  "  Laird  and  Lady  "  games  535  and  550  in  N.  E.  C.  P. 
This  problem  was  highly  praised  for  its  beauty  and  strategy  in  the 
Leeds  Afe7-cvrij,  October  16th,  1880,  and  will  well  repay  examina- 
tion ;  and  128  is  from  the  same  source. 

129.  This  problem  won  the  first  prize  in  the  Chelsea  Public 
Prohlem  Tovrney  of  1875,  which  was  inaugurated  by  the  late 
Mr.  Wilder.     It  is  not  in  Mr.   Lyman's  Problem  Book,  but  is 
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incorporated  with  other  good  positions  in  Mr.  Janvier*s  edition  of 
**  Stnrges,"  as  position   171,   the   author's   name   being  withheld. 

131  and  132  are  end-games,  the  latter  with  Mr.  Edward. 

133,  an  end-game  with  Mr.  Webley,  is  a  unique  and  masterly 
itratagem.    134,  from  "  Single  Corner,"  Fife  News,  Nov.  28,  1874. 

135  originally  appeared  as  120  in  the  Ftamilton  Spectator, 
June,  1878.  It  provoked  a  strong  discussion  relative  to  the  proper 
terms  and  solution  of  the  position,  in  which  Messrs.  Curtis,  Labadie, 
McNab,  and  others  took  a  leading  part.  The  various  points  evolved 
in  the  analysis  by  Mr.  Drinkwater  frequently  occur  in  play,  and 
tend  to  make  the  position  a  useful  study. 

136,  from  ''  Souter,"  with  Mr.  Campbell.     137,  from  "  Souter." 

138.  After  the  15th  move  (23-30)  it  is  noteworthy,  that  if  1-5  is 
played  then  30-25  is  the  only  draw  move,  whilst  28-24  and  30-26 
both  lose ;  but  if  1-6  is  played,  then,  vice  versa,  30-25  loses  ;  and 
28-24  or  30-26  both  draw  by  almost  identical  lines  of  play. 

144,  a  "  Whilter,"  with  Mr.  McKenzie.  145  and  146  are  com- 
panion problems.  147,  end-game  with  Mr.  Ray.  148,  from  "  Old 
Fourteenth."  149  improves  Prob.  223,  in  Fife  News.  150,  from 
"Whilter."  151,  "Souter"  with  Mr.  Bell.  153  and  154  from 
"  Single  Corner."  155,  '*  Ayrshire  Lassie."  156,  end-game.  157 
and  158,  *'  Bowen's  Bristol,"  Fart  2,  Var.  213.  159,  end-game. 
160,  from  "  Glasgow"  with  Mr.  Steele. 

161  is  an  end-game  with  Mr.  J.  Smith,  Spennymoor,  played 
during  Mr.  Drinkwater's  visit  to  the  North  in  1882. 

163, 164,  and  166,  from  "  Whilter."     165,  from  ''  Single  Corner." 

171  was  given  as  Problem  400  in  Sunderland  Echo,  and  is  a 
correction  of  position  126  by  Mr.  Drinkwater. 

175,  with  the  white  king  on  2  instead  of  7,  white  to  move,  black 
to  win,  by  C.  Hefter,  was  first  published  in  Wild  Oats,  as  a  com- 
petition problem,  and  was  awarded  the  prize  by  Mr.  Janvier,  who 
acted  as  judge ;  but  as  the  editor  of  Wild  Oats  refused  to  abide  by 
Mr.  Janvier's  decision,  the  prize  Avas  withheld.  As  some  fine 
players  considered  this  position  a  draw,  Mr.  Janvier  republished  it 
in  his  ''  Sturges,"  and  offered  a  prize  to  anyone  who  could  show 
a  sound  draw,  which  could  not  be  upset  by  himself  or  Mr.  Hefter. 
Mr.  Warden  published  a  very  extended  solution  in  the  New 
England  Checker  Player  for  June  and  July,  1880;  from  which 
Mr.  Drinkwater  compiled  his  excellent  analysis  of  the  position,  in- 
rluding  a  few  additional  variations  by  Mr.  Hefter  ;  and  from  which 
spring  positions  176,  177,  and  178.  The  position  is  deri^'ed  from 
the  "  Whilter,"  of  which  the  following  is  the  unabridged  play  : —

NOTES    ON    THE    POSITIONS. 


192.  This  ending  occurred  in  a  game  with  Mr.  Merrow,  of 
Leeds,  and  was  won  by  Mr.  F.  Allen. 

193  springs  from  a  ''  Bristol  "  game,  and  was  awarded  Second 
Prize  in  a  Problem  competition  in  the  Sunderland  Echo. 

194  was  the  termination  of  a  game  won  from  Mr.  T.  Farrow,  of 
Leeds. 

200.  This  position  occurred  in  an  18-14  "cross,"  and  was  won 
over  the  board. 

208.  When  this  position  was  first  published  it  caused  con- 
siderable sensation,  especially  amongst  Leeds  players;  and  many 
of  the  best  players  in  Lancashire  and  the  North  of  England 
believed  there  was  no  draw  in  it.  Indeed,  so  confident  were  some 
players  in  Leeds  of  their  ability  to  win  the  position  that  Mr.  F.  Allen 
was  called  upon  to  defend  his  draw  for  a  wager  against  Lockwood,  of 
Leeds  ;  but  the  match  fell  through,  Mr.  Allen  receiving  forfeit.  It 
was  repubhshed  in  America  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Broughton,  of  Portland, 
Maine,  with  the  remark,  '*I  defy  Mr.  Allen  or  any  other  man  to 
show  a  draw  ;*'  and  Mr.  Broughton  gave  play  to  prove  a  win  ;  but 
the  play  he  gave  was  not  sound.  So  intricate  is  the  draw  that 
during  the  discussion  on  the  soundness  of  the  problem,  Mr.  Allen 
undertook  to  either  win  or  draw  the  position  against  any  player 
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for  a  stake ;  but  no  one  accepted  the  challenge.  The  position  was 
•riginally  published  in  The  Draught  Board,  old  series. 

209,  an  end-game  from  "Single  Corner,"  was  won  in  play 
against  Mr.  T.  Lockwood,  of  Leeds. 

210  corrects  "  Dyke  "  game  in  Anderson's  First  and  Second 
Editions. 

220.  This  position  was  left  off  as  a  win  for  White  at  the  end  of 
the  Solution  of  Position  No.  1  in  The  Dra^ight  Boards  old  series. 
Mr.  Fred.  Allen,  however,  proved  the  position  to  be  a  draw,  and 
published  play  supporting  his  opinion  in  the  Paisley  Gazettey 
June  5th,  1869. 

226  corrects  a  "  Bristol "  game  in  Bond's  Hand  Book  on 
Draughts. 

229  corrects  play  in  Bowen's  "  Cross  "  Book. 

232  is  a  correction  of  the  Sixteenth  Game  played  between  Mr. 
J.  Wyllie  and  Mr.  R.  Martins  in  their  match  at  Leeds  in  1872. 
Mr.  F.  Allen  was  acting  as  umpire  for  Mr.  Wyllie  on  the  occasion, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  game  he  told  Mr.  Wyllie  that  he  ought  to 
have  won  it.  A  friend  of  Mr.  Martins  baving  overheard  the  remark 
informed  that  gentleman  of  what  Mr.  Allen  had  said,  and  Mr. 
Martins  requested  Mr.  Allen  to  show  him  at  what  stage  he  con- 
sidered the  game  ought  to  have  been  won.  The  above  position 
being  placed  on  the  board  was  carefully  examined  by  Mr.  M.irtin*, 
who  expressed  his  willingness  to  prove  for  a  small  stake  that  tbe 
position  could  not  be  won.  Mr.  Allen  being  quite  as  willing  to 
uphold  his  opinion  over  the  board  accepted  the  challenge  and 
proved  the  win. 

239  was  published  some  fifteen  years  ago  in  the  Leeds  Express, 

243  was  given  in  the  Turf,  Field,  and  Farm,  by  the  late  Mr. 
Mclndoe,  as  a  win  for  White.  Mr.  Allen,  however,  proves  it  to 
be  a  draw. 

254  is  a  correction  of  "Old  Forty-ninth,"  in  Drummond'i 
Scottish  Draught  Player.

NOTES  ON  THE  POSITIONS. 

Problems  391,  392,  393,  394,  395,  396,397,398,  399,  all  occurred 
in  play,  or  in  analysis,  in  which  noted  analysts  took  part. 

892.  Mr.  Robertson  drew  this  position  in  play  against  Mr, 
Wyllie  at  the  Workman's  Club,  Edinbuigh. 

400.  This  problem  was  noted  down  during  the  famous  con- 
troversy on  the  14-18  var.  of  the  *'  Old  Fourteenth.'* 

403.  This  position,  from  the  "  Old  Fourteenth,"  was  the  out- 
come of  a  controversy  in  which  several  eminent  analysts  took  part. 

405,  416,  417,  427,  428,  4:]9  and  440  are  end-games  between 
Messrs.  Kobertson  and  WyUie. 

414.  This  is  one  game  out  of  six  i  layed  by  Mr.  Martins  and 
Mr.  Robertson  at  one  sitting  in  Edinburgh,  and  was  won  by  Mr. 
Robertson.    Each  party  won  two,  and  two  were  drawn. 

420.  This  position  occurred  in  the  third  Wyliie-Martins  match 
game^,  played  in  April,  1880.  Mr.  Robertson's  play  had  been  yjre- 
viously  pubHshed  in  the  Glasgow  Herald,  of  June  28,  1879.  The 
first  game  of  the  match  should  have  been  won  by  a  modification 
of  the  same  position. 

422.  "  This  position  (Mr.  Robertson  writes)  was  first  sent  as  a 
Black  win  to  two  papers;  but  some  days  before  publication,  I 
requested  it  to  be  withdrawn  from  both,  as  I  had  found  an  error 
in  it.  One  of  the  papers  withdrew  it,  and  it  was  correctly  pub- 
lished by  me  next  week  as  a  draw.  By  some  inadvertence,  play 
which  was  in  all  essentials  the  same  as  my  own  on  position  422, 
was  published  in  the  other  paper  by  a  distinguished  analyst  2  week 
after  my  own  correct  play  on  the  same  position  had  appeared. 
The  result  was  that  that  critic  corrected  one  Var.  of  my  play,  and 
I  corrected  one  Var.  of  his  criticism,  as  stated  in  note  to  Prob.  450.'* 

441,  445,  and  446  are  end-games  between  Messrs.  Martins  and 
Robertson. 

423.  I  played  White  (Mr.  Robertson  says,)  against  Mr.  Wyllie 
and  also  against  Mr.  Martins,  and  won  the  position  against  the 
latter,  and  had  an  opportunity,  of  winning  it  against  the  former, 
but  I  made  an  over;;ight.     I  made  an  oversight  also  at  firet  against 
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Mr.  Martins ;  but  when  I  remarked  that  I  ought  to  have  won,  ne 
offered  a  small  stake  that  he  could  draw.  We  played,  and  he  lost. 

425.  Mr.  Wyllie  phiyed  the  White  against  Mr.  Robertson,  and 
lost.  On  his  way  to  America  he  published  the  game  in  the 
Recreationist.  It  is  noteworthy  from  the  fact  that  Mr.  Martins, 
after  the  publication  of  the  position,  in  playing  with  Mr.  Robertson, 
got  into   exactly  the  same  position,  and  lost. 

426.  Mr.  Robertson  remarks,  that  Mr.  Martins  won  this  position 
against  him  ;  that  19-23  at  the  18th  move  of  Var.  a  is  the  losing 
move,  but  5-9  draws.  No  other  wins  save  those  made  by  Mr. 
Robertson  himself  are  given  in  this  section,  except  one  by  Mr. 
WyUie,  as  referred  to  in  notes  to  "Laird  and  Lady." 

44'J.  This  problem  is  the  same  position  as  Prob.  79,  in  the  Leed$ 
A/e7CM7-y  Supplement,  by  Mr.  Wyllie,  with  the  colours  reversed. 
Mr.  Wyllie's  solution  consists  of  7S  moves ;  but  his  play  is 
extremely  good  and  interesting.  It  appears,  however,  he  omitted 
to  notice  that  the  problem  could  be  solved  in  a  few  moves,  as 
given.  A  similar  position  occurred  in  Mr.  Robertson's  play  in 
the  "Laird  and  Lady  "  (Game  393,  Sunderland  Echo,')  which  was 
published  about  the  same  time. 

The  "  Laird  and  Lady,"  from  whirh  spring  429,  430,  431,  4o2, 
43,  434,  435,  436,  437,  and  438.  This  is  a  game  of  problems. 
The  controversy  on  it  has  been  the  occasion  of  more  errors  by  the 
controversialists  than  perhaps  any  other  game.  The  prevail- 
ing opinion  was  that  Black  could  not  draw\  At  the  49th  move, 
the  old  play  (Donaldson's)  was  5-9.  Among  those  who  tried  for  a 
win  was  Mr.  Yates,  but  his  play  was  shown  by  Mr.  Robertson  to  be 
drawable.  Mr.  Wyllie  demonstrated  a  forced  win  for  White  on 
Donaldson's  line,  while  Robertson  proposed  to  draw  by  21-17  (in- 
stead of  5-9)  allowing  Black  to  be  two  men  short  after  a  few 
moves. 

"In  Mr.  Wyllie's  first  criticism  of  my  play,"  (writes  Mr. 
Robertson.)  "the  following  position  occurred:  Black  men  on 
1,  3  ;  Kings  on  17,  18.  White  men  on  10,  12,  20  ;  Kings  on  2,  U. 
Both  Mr.  WvUie  and  mvself  at  the   time  omitted  to   notice  that

moves,  the  following  position  was  formed:  Black  men  on  1.3; 
Kings  on  13,  18.  White  men  on  10,  12,  16  ;  Kings  on  6,  24.  His 
tirst  solution  was

**  I  plaved  in  reply  18  23,  instead  of  17  13,  as  follows: —

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''  Mr.  Wjllie  then  sent  a  second  solution,  which  showed  beautiful 
and  successful  phiy.     Instead  of  27  31,  he  moved

Var,3,    18  14,  11  7,  17  13,  12  8,  3  12,  7  3,  &c.  White  wins. 

"I  altered  that  play  to  avoid  the  uinning  position.  Then  Mr. 
Wyllie  wrote  me: — 'In  regard  to  your  '  Laird  and  Lady 'game, 
you  have  proved  the  draw  so  far,  but  I  have  been  puzzled  to 
make  a  draw,  when  16  11,  instead  of  4  8,  is  played  (see  the  56th 
move  of  the  trunk):  Black  men  on  1,  3,  5,  22;  Kings  21,32. 
White  men  on  10,  12,  14.  16,  20,  28,  31 ;  King  on  4.'  There  were 
two  variations  besides  the  trunk,  but  the  trunk  will  suffice.  Mr. 
Wyllie  left  oif  his  play  as  a  White  win  in  a  position  similar  to  that 
which  occurs  after  the  first  three  moves  of  Var.  1  in  my  solution  to 
Prob.  429.  I  showed  that  the  continuation  of  the  play  by  18  23, 
6  15,  23  19,  &c.  draws.  At  the  6th  move  of  Var.  2,  I  have 
given  14  17  as  an  alternative  play." 

450.  Incorrect  play  for  a  win  was  originally  given  by  Mr. 
Robertson  on  this  position,  and  incorrect  play  for  a  draw  on  the 
same  position  was  afterwards  published  by  a  noted  player. 

451.  *'  Bristol  "  game.  This  game  was  played  between  Mr. 
Wyllie  and  Mr.  Yates.  At  the  25th  move  the  latter  played  3-7 
with  Blacks,  forming  position  451  ;  and  at  one  time  this  position 
was  keenly  discussed,  some  players  contending  that  after  3-7  there 
was  no  draw  for  Whites.  Mr.  Robertson  showed  a  draw,  as  in  the 
two  variations  of  the  solution  to  this  problem.  This  play  is  pub- 
lished in  Bowens  Bristol,  Part  1,  Vars.  310  and  569. 

452.  The  play  w  hich  forms  this  problem  was  first  published  by 
Mr.  Robertson  (who  played  White  against  Mr.  Wyllie),  and  was 
the  first  correct  play  for  a  draw^,  Mr.  Robertson  considers,  that  was 
ever  published  on  the  "  White  Doctor."  It  is  given  in  Bowen's 
"  Bristol,"  as  well  as  a  variation  by  Mr.  Wyllie,  which,  after 
several  moves  of  divergence,  forms  a  similar  position.  But  both 
were  without  the  finish  in  the  present  solution.  With  the 
exception  of  these  (as  Mr.  Janvier  in  one  of  his  letters  to  Mr. 
Robertson  states,)  all  the  play  for  a  draw  in  the  books,  including 
Payne,  Sturges,  the  A.  D.  P.,  and  Janvier's  Anderson,  and  all  the 
other  variations  for  a  draw  by  eminent  modern  analysts  in  Bowen's 
**  Bristol,"  are  superseded  by  a  win  for  White,  shown  by  Mr. 
King,  of  Glasgow.  Other  play  for  a  draw  on  a  branch  that  was 
not  previously  put  forward,  has  been  published  in  the  Leeds 
Mercury  Supplement.  Mr.  Robertson  has  not  sufliciently  examined 
that  play  to  form  an  opinion  of  it ;  if  it  should  be  found  to  stand 
the  test,  the  proof  would  be  much  more  elaborate  and  lengthy 
than  on  the  position  in  Prob.  452.  In  any  case  Prob.  404,  being  a 
reply  to  published  play,  is  sound  as  a  problem.

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465.  Tliis  position  was  published  with  the  ''  WylUe-Martins 
Match  Games,"  18G4,  and  by  mistake  I  have  credited  it  to  Mr. 
Martins.  It  was  also  given  as  Notable  Problem  No.  4,  in  the 
Independent.  The  editor  considered  that  Anderson  wrongly 
attributed  it  to  Payne  ;  and  after  reviewing  the  claims  of  various 
au  hors,  believes  the  rightful  author  is  lost  in  obscurity. 

480,  486,  488,  489,  490,  500  are  endings  from  various  Switcher 
Games — mostly,  if  not  all,  springing  from  some  of  the  many 
variations  after  the  famous  29-25  move.  The  game  leading 
to  491  illustrates  the  now  renowned  move.  The  late  Mr.  Bowen, 
of  Milbury,  Mass.,  U.S.A.,  offered  five  dollars  to  any  player  who 
could  prove  a  White  draw  after  29-25  is  played,  and  the  fact  of  a 
prize  being  offered  drew  the  attention  of  all  our  greatest  analysts 
to  the  play  after  that  move.  Many,  at  first,  were  inclined  to 
believe,  with  Mr.  Bowen,  that  after  29-25  there  was  no  draw 
for  Whites ;  and  the  matter  was  not  considered  settled  till  the 
two  great  masters — Messrs.  WyUie  and  Martins,  who  held  dif- 
ferent opinions  on  the  subject — agreed  to  settle  the  point  over 
the  board.  A  meeting  took  place,  and  Wyllie  won.  Mr.  Bowen, 
after  examining  the  play,  considered  Mr.  Wyllie  had  proved  that 
Whites  could  draw  and  was  therefore  entitled  to  the  five  dollars. 

459.  When  the  solution  to  this  position  was  published  in  the 
Glasgow  Herald,  the  editor  said,  •'  We  have  to  mention  a  rather 
unusual  coincidence  in  connection  with  the  above  problem.  On 
Friday  last  we  received  a  position  precisely  similar  from  Mr.  D. 
Gourlay,  who  mentioned  that  it  had  occurred  a  night  or  two

he  does  not  desire  an  analysis  of  either  position  ;  one  line  of  play — 
the  best  for  a  draw  or  win — will  therefore  suffice."  And  at  the 
end  of  a  fortnight  the  editor  remarked: — "We  received  in  all 
218  solutions  to  the  prize  problems  by  Mr.  Gourlay,  published 
a  fortnight  ago  and  of  these  no  less  than  139  were  wrong,  whilst 
79  were  correct  in  making  out  wins  for  White  in  both  positions. 
The  principal  cause  of  failure  was  undoubtedly  the  subtlety  of  the 
first  move  in  the  solution  525 ;  any  other  than  13-9  leading  only  to 
a  draw.  Another  rock,  upon  which  many  even  of  the  correct 
solvers  of  525  foundered,  was  the  10th  move  in  520 ;  competitors 
did  not  look  carefully  enough  for  the  shortest  mode  of  working 
out  the  '  First  Position,'  and  by  moving  15-11  (instead  of  22-17) 

permitted  the  play  to  be  lengthened  considerably  by  Black 

After  careful  investigation,  the  adjudicators  found  the  solutions  by 
Mr.  James  Adams,  Edinburgh,  entitled  to  the  prize,  not  only  from 
their  intrinsic  merit,  but  also  because  of  the  early  date  at  which 
they  were  received,  viz.,  on  the  evening  of  Friday,  March  25th, 
the  day  upon  which  the  problems  were  published."  520  was  jNo. 
747  and  525  No.  748  in  the  Herald. 

521.  Prize  Problem  708  in  Glasgow  Herald.  The  prize  Avas  to 
be  awarded  for  the  best  analysis.  In  giving  his  decision  the  editor 
says  : — "As  intimated  last  week,  we  received  in  all  211  solutions  of 
this  problem — 109  for  a  win,  and  102  for  a  draw.  From  the  latter, 
after  careful  consideration,  analysis  by  Messrs.  W.  Keid,  J. 
Kirkland,  J.  Tonar,  R.  Walker,  and  J.  Robertson  were  placed  on 
the  *  short  leet'  for  the  prize.  The  adjudicators,  u^Don  mature 
deliberation,  found  that  Mr.  William  Reid,  of  Kilmarnock  (late  of 
Mauchline),  had  best  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  com- 
petition in  demonstrating  the  'most  neat,  complete,  and  scientific 
draw  for  Black,'  and  to  him,  therefore,  the  prize  is  awarded." 
Mr.  Cameron,  Kelso,  writing  to  the  editor  after  the  decision  was 
given,  remarks,  "  I  am  sure  none  of  the  unsuccessful  competitors, 
after  going  over  Mr.  Reid's  careful  and  exhaustive  analysis,  will 
feel  disposed  to  grumble  at  your  award.  I  can  find  no  flaw  in  the 
play."  Correspondents'  notes,  play,  &c.,  on  this  problem  were  so 
lengthy  that  they  occupied  over  two  columns  of  the  Herald.  Mr. 
Reid's  solution  is  given  in  full. 

527.  The  editor  of  the  Herald  says  'hat  a  considerable  number 
of  the  solutions  to  this  problem  "  wei  e  correct  as  far  as  the  21st 
inove,  when  7-2  (instead  of  15-11)  gave  Black  the  opportunity  of  a 
neat  win."  Mr.  J.  Paterson  says,  "  I  consider  it  neat,  and  not 
an  easy  problem  to  solve."  Many  other  opinions  concerning  this 
position  were  sent  by  correspondents,  but  were  all  appended  to 
wrong  solutions.

Whitney's  Problems. — Several  of  these  positions  are  end- 
games, and  have  been  honoured  by  insertion  in  the  Leeds  Mfrcarg, 
Fife  New.%  '*  Lyman's  Problem  Book,"  and  amongst  other  drauglit 
literature ;  and  are  held  in  high  estimation  by  all  lovers  of  the 
game  for  the  originality  and  beauty  of  the  play  evolved. 

559.  This  position  was  formerly  published  in  the  Independent^ 
and  about  a  year  after  its  appearance  in  that  paper  it  was  j^iven  in 
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the  Txirf.  In  the  interval,  Mr.  Millar,  Salcoatg,  published  the 
same  position  in  the  Herald;  and  Dr.  Parcel  called  attention  to 
what  he  considered  Mr.  Hedley's  plagiarism.  Mr.  Iledley  having 
forgotten  he  had  previously  published  the  position  in  tlie  Inde- 
pendent^  candidly  apologised  ;  but  as  Mr.  Hedley  had  really  been 
first  in  the  field,  it  will  be  seen  that  if  any  apology  had  been 
required  it  should  have  come  from  Mr.  Millar. 

560.  This  position  was  published  in  the  Sunderland  Weekly 
Times  by  ]\Ir.  Hedley,  Mr.  Wyllie,  during  a  visit  to  Leeds 
sometime  afterwards,  was  analysing  a  ''Souter"  game,  and  he 
played  into  this  position,  but  cut  off  on  the  wrong  diagonal.  He 
however  saw  his  error  instantly,  and  with  an  impatient  ejaculation 
he  replaced  the  pieces  and  won  by  the  correct  cut.  Mr.  Hedley 
intended  to  have  asked  the  Veteran  to  run  up  the  *' Souter  " 
moves  to  the  position  before  he  left  Leeds,  but  the  matter  slipped 
his  memory.  Although  the  ^'  Souter  "  game  alluded  to  played  up 
to  the  position,  Mr.  Hedley  took  it  from  an  "  Ayrshire  Lassie  " 
end-game. 

5G2  is  an  end-game  from  the  *'  Defiance." 

503.  End-game  from  the  *'  Switcher."  While  busy  compiling 
this  Problem  Book,  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Hedley  concerning  this 
position,  which  I  believed  could  not  be  drawn  as  left  by  the 
solution.  Mr.  Hedley's  answer  was,  "  No.  5G3  cannot  be  won ; 
consult  5  and  6  in  '  Bowen's  Cross,'  [Mr.  H.  refers  to  '  Bowen's 
Twins,'  which  will  be  found  in  the  American  Section  of  this  work] 
Game  374,  and  Prob.  272  in  New  England  Checker  Player,  and 
you  will  satisfy  yourself  that  my  play  is  O.  K.  If  you  can  win 
No.  563  1  will  gladly  award  you  a  prize  of  a  white  hat,  a 
sou'wester,  or  '  owt '  ye  like  best,  hinny  !  My  Prob.  (563)  is  born 
of  the  '  Switcher,'  and  originated  in  an  attempt  to  draw  Hutzler's 
23-18  line.     Although  I  did  not  succeed,  I  struck  upon  some  very 

pretty  play,  and  placed  it  at  Mr.  Bowen's  disposal Poor 

Bowen  overhauled  my  play  and  pronounced  it  all  right." 

265.  This  position  is  taken  from  the  lamous  47th  game,  played 
between  Messrs.  Wyllie  and  Yates.  It  was  published  in  the 
Magnet  and  afterwards  in  the  T%i.rf.  Although  it  confirmed  an

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NOTES  ON  THE  POSITIONS. 

631  is  worthy  of  careful  study.  Being  a  very  critical  position,  it 
requires  much  skilful  generalship. 

635  is  regarded  by  competent  critics  as  a  problem  containing 
many  fine  points;  and  the  draw  was  doubted  until  Mr.  Roger 
proved  it  to  be  sound.  The  Draughts  Editor,  Leeds  Mercury^  re- 
garded this  position  being  omitted  from  Lyman's  celebrated  Pro- 
blem Book  as  a  very  great  oversight. 

636  is  a  fine  win,  and  leads  to  a  beautiful  ending. 

639  and  640  are  companion  problems  and  interesting  positions. 

Q^Q.  The  Draughts  Editor,  Leed.^  Mercurij,  drew  attention  to 
this  as  "a  beautiful  illustration  of  draughts  strategy." 

648  gained  the  Second  Prize  in  a  competition  in  connection  with 
the  Leeds  Mercury.     Motto  :  "Three  Threads  and  a  Thrum." 

650  appeared  in  the  Leeds  Mercury,  and  the  editor  invited  solu- 
tions. Seven  only  were  correct ;  and  one  of  the  successful  solvers 
wrote — "A  problem  as  novel  in  its  idea  as  it  is  unique  in  its  charac- 
ter. It  evinces  throughout  the  skill  of  one  theoretically  and  prac- 
tically acquainted  with  draughts." 

656.  This  familiar  position  will  be  found  in  many  publications  ; 
but  on  account  of  its  sterling  worth  it  will  bear  reproducing. 

659.  This  very  neat  win  will  prove  interesting  ;  for  should  white 
at  fifth  move  play  19-16,  12-19,  7-2,  15-18,  2-7,  Black  could  draw. 
See  Prob  657,  by  Mr.  Lyman. 

661  is  a  "  Laird  nnd  Lady  "end-game.    Mr.  Dunne  played  white. 

668.  The  Draughts  Editor  of  the  2'urf  notes  this  as  a  beautiful 
illustration  of  First  Position. 

681  was  given  in  the  Glasgow  Herald  as  a  position  that  would 
test  the  skill  of  its  corps  of  solvers. 

682.  When  Mr.  Carstairs  contributed  this  fine  position  to  the 
New  York  Turf^  Field  and  Farm,  he  paid  the  following  tribute  to 
the  author,  who  was  one  of  the  most  promising  of  the  American 
players  :  "  Just  prior  to  the  death  of  young  Frank,  he  called  at  my 
house,  and  gave  me  several  memoranda  of  checkers,  accompany- 
ing the  parting  gift  with  the  sad  admission  that  he  felt  he  would 
soon  have  no  more  use  for  them.  Poor  young  fellow,  the  premo- 
nition was  not  a  deceptive  one.  He  soon  after  was  laid  in  his  ever- 
lasting resting-place.  In  looking  over  the  collection  I  find  this, 
and  I  send  it  as  a  souvenir  of  that  fine  and  manly  spirit." 

683  and  684  are  companion  problems. 

690  is  given  in  *'  The  New  England  Checker  Player  "  as  *'  The 
Double  Five." 

708.  This  position  was  drawn  by  I\tr.  Campbell ;  and  it  attracted 
considerable  attention  on  its  publication  in  the  Glasgow  Herald, 

720  is  an  end-game  from  the  *'  Single  Corner." 

735  will  command  attention  through  its  peculiar  construction.  It 
was  sent  to  the  Glasgow  Herald  in  1876,  by  Mr.  J.  McGregor,  of 
Glasgow,  who  asked  for  the  author's  name.   He  supposed  it  was  by 
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some  ''  inn^enious  Yankee."  His  surmise  was  correct,  as  informa- 
tion was  elicited  which  proved  the  author  to  be  Mr.  Farr,  Geneva, 
New  York. 

737.  It  may  interest  the  reader  to  learn  that  when  this  position 
was  composed  the  author  was  only  12  years  of  age. 

738.  This  position  belongs  to  the  class  of  problems  known  as 
**  strokes,'*  and  as  a  representative  of  its  class,  has  few  superiors. 
It  was  originally  contributed  by  the  author  to  one  of  CasscU's  pe- 
riodicals, and  it  subsequently  appeared  in  almost  every  British  aud 
American  newspaper  draughts  column  and  magazine.  It  finally 
appeared  in  the  Leeds  Mercury  as  ''  Notable  Problem,  No.  1,"  where 
the  editor  sketches  its  history,  and  pays  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
its  lamented  author.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1857  I  became 
personally  acquainted  with  the  doctor.  At  the  close  of  the 
Crimean  war,  during  which  I  had  been  employed  at  head- 
quarters as  printer  to  the  army,  I  found  business  dull  on  my  return 
to  London,  and  therefore  came  north,  ultimately  finding  employ- 
ment as  journeyman  printer  at  Hartlepool.  As  was  then  my  custom, 
I  sought  for  draughts-players ;  and  ascertaining  that  players  met 
at  a  certain  hotel,  I  went,  expecting  to  "  roll  them  all  over."  But 
here  I  found  Dr.  Dean,  who  turned  the  tables  on  me.  He  was  the 
most  accomplished  player  I  had  met ;  and  he  was  also  a  scholar 
and  a  gentleman.  He  showed  me  First  and  Second  Positions  and 
other  draughts  -'mysteries  "  that  I  had  never  heard  of,  although 
at  that  time  I  was  an  enthusiastic  player  of  10  or  12  years  standing. 
As  there  were  no  '*  draughts  columns  "  then,  and  I  had  never  seen 
a  draughts  work,  my  ignorance  was  not  very  unnatural.  Seeing 
''Notable  Problems,  No.  1,"  in  the  Leeds  Mercury ^  was  the  first  in- 
timation I  received  that  I  had  lOvSt  a  valued  friend. 

740  and  749  were  composed  by  perscmal  friends  and  friendly 
antagonists  of  Mr.  Richards,  and  are  fine  productions. 

752.  This  position  was  w^on  m  play,  and  reflects  credit  on  its 
author. 

754  is  an  end-game  from  the  "  Laird  and  Lady,"  between  Messrs. 
Saukell  and  Strickland,  and  was  credited  to  the  latter  in  the  L^eeds 
Mercury,  In  answer  to  inquiries  concerning  the  authorship — the 
same  position  being  given  as  Mr.  Yates's  in  Lyman's  Book  of  Pro- 
blems— Mr.  Strickland  wrote,  "  jNIr.  Saukell  was  the  player  who 
made  the  '  grand  shot.'  "  The  position  wa.s  published  in  the  Magnet, 
April  30,  1876. 

There  are  many  other  positions  in  this  section  which  are  worthy 
of  special  notice,  being  neat,  pretty,  and  original;  and  179,  in  Mr. 
Drinkwater's  section  (being  by  a  personal  friend  of  Mr.  Richards'), 
is  entitled  to  special  notice 'here,  it  having  taken  the  place  of  honour 
in  a  problem  contest  in  the  Recreationist  a  few  years  ago.

NOTES  ON  THE  POSITIONS. 

756. — Thi3  position  was  left  as  a  draw  in  game  1465,  in  the 
Glaxgow  Herald. 

762  is  given  as  a  correction  of  Problem  3  (by  WarilellO  in  the 
American  Checker  Plai/er.  The  problem  will  be  found  in  the 
American  Section  No.  881;  and  it  will  require  great  penetration  to 
discover  the  flaw.     I  have,  therefore,  given  it. 

767  is  well  worthy  of  study,  because  of  the  many  peculiar 
positions  it  develops. 

768  is  an  end  game  from  the  "  Switcher."  It  was  published 
some  years  before  the  29-25  "Switcher"  controversy,  and  has 
therefore  no  reference  to  that. 
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771  and  774  are  companion  problems,  and  the  draughts  student 
will  do  well  to  examine  them  attentively. 

776. — Exhibits  fine  play ;  and  such  positions,  or  modifications  of 
them,  often  occur. 

780. — Taking  into  consideration  that  the  Author  of  this  position 
is  blind,  it  is  a  very  creditable  production. 

782. —This  appeared  as  Notable  Proolem  No.  1  in  the  Indepen- 
dent ;  and  the  Editor  says,  "  No  problem  ever  excited  so  much 
controversy  as  the  one  which  now  inaugurates  our  series  of 
Notables."  Its  authorship  has  been  claimed  for  or  by  many, 
including  Wyllie,  Albert  Brown,  Cooper,  Wallace,  McPherson, 
Busby,  and  Mackintosh.  The  weight  of  evidence  is,  however,  in 
favour  of  Mackintosh,  although  his  claim  has  been  disputed  by 
Mr.  Toner,  Mr.  Busby,  and  Wyllie  ;  whilst  Neilston  says  Mr. 
Mackintosh  showed  him  the  position  in  1875.  Mr.  Kear  supports 
the  same  authorship,  and  Mr.  T.  Stevenson,  Paisley,  was  shown  the 
position  by  Mackintosh  in  1856  or  1857.  It  occurred  in  a  game 
between  Messrs. Wyllie  and  Wallace,  and  also  between  Wyllie  and 
^teel.  It  appears  Mr.  Mackintosh  is  entitled  by  priority  of 
publication  to  be  styled  its  author,  as  several  players,  including 
Albert  Brown,  Neilston,  &c..  acknowledge  their  ignorance  of  it 
until  it  was  shown  to  them  by  Mr.  Mackintosh.  The  whole 
history  of  the  problem  was  ably  discussed  in  the  Independent,  which 
devoted  no  less  than  seven  long  and  carefully -com  pi  led  articles  to  it. 
It  is  now  known  amongst  players  as  the  "Mackintosh  Position." 

785  was  given  by  Mr.  Lyman  in  the  Leed.'s  \Veef:ly  Dravylits 
Player  as  a  draw.     He  played  31-26  at  10th  move. 

786  was  given  in  the  Paisley  Gazette  as  a  Black  win,  being  left  as 
Buch  at  the  18fh  move. 

789. — This  position — an  End-game  between  Messrs. Coltherd  and 
Martins — was  given  in  No.  8  of  the  Recreationist.  with  the  terms, 
*Black  to  play.  White  to  draw,'  the  solution  commencing  3-7.  By 
playing  this  man,  White  gets  the  move,  whereas  by  moving  the 
man  on  1,  as  in  the  solution,  Black  retains  the  move. 

797. — At  the  11th  move  of  this  position  it  forms  the  1st  Var.  in 
the  solution  of  a  problem  published  some  years  ago  by  Mr.  Wyllie. 
Mr.  WyUie  plays  27-32,  Avhich  allows  Black  to  win;  23-26,  how- 
ever, as  given  in  the  solution,  draws. 

798  and  810  are  companion  problems,  although  by  different 
authors,  and  will  repay  careful  study. 

801  is  an  End-game,  in  which  Mr.  Parker  played  Blacks. 

812  was  brought  prominently  under  notice  by  being  published 
in  the  Match  Games  of  Wyllie  and  Martins,  1864.  It  was  also 
published  as  Notable  Problem  N"o.  6  in  the  Independent,  where  the 
Editor  gives  it  a  short  memoir,  according  to  which  it  appears  it:j 
conception  was  attributed  to  both  ^Ir.  Wyllie  and  ^Ir.  Bertie,  the 
latter  having  published  it  in  1860.  The  first  conception  of  the  idea, 
however,  the  Editor  believes  to  have  been  published  by  Sturge?^ 
in  the  following  form — Black  men  2,  3,  6,  22,  king  5  ;  White  men 
13,  18.  29,  kings  11,  15;  Black  to  move  and  win.  Solution— 6-10 
15-6,  2-9,  13-6,  3-7,  11-2,  5-L  Hlack  wins.  xt 
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816. — The  late  Mr.  Harper  Coltherd  averred  that  he  nevep 
could  "  compose  "  problems,  this,  therefore,  and  the  one  or  two 
others  by  him,  given  in  this  work,  will  interest  the  student. 

822  is  an  End-game  from  the  "  29-25  Switcher  "  opening. 

824  is  an  End-game  from  the  "  Choice,"  and  exhibits  fine  play. 

828. — This  position  was  published  under  the  heading,  "  Original 
Situations,"  with  the  Wyllie-Martins  Match  Games,  1864,  ^^ilh 
the  terms,  "  White  to  play  and  draw."  It  had  been  published  five 
^ears  previously  in  the  New  York  Clipper,  by  Mr.  E.  Hull,  of 
Philadelphia,  with  the  same  terms.  Its  second  appearance  drew 
renewed  attention  to  it,  and  Messrs.  Janvier,  Pool,  Lear,  and 
Broughton  all  gave  play  to  prove  a  win.  I  have  now  copied  it, 
and  Mr.  Miller's  Solution,  from  the  Glasgow  Herald. 

829. — This  position  occurs  at  the  79th  move  of  the  55th  game — 
a  **  Maid  o'  the  Mill" — played  in  the  match  betueen  Messrs. 
Martins  and  \Nyllie,  in  1867.  Mr.  Wyllie  p'ayed  3-8,  and,  after 
playing  211  moves,  Martins  won. 

832  occurs  in  an  Old  Fourteenth  game — 14-18  move  — 
the  strength  of  which  was  discussed  in  the  South  Durham  and 
Cleveland  Mercury.  The  Editor  having  remarked  that  14-18 
appeared  a  strong  move  and  a  departure  from  the  books,  was 
corrected  ;  and  play  given  from  "  Pattinson's  Handbook  "  to  prove 
that  that  move  was  considered  a  loss,  and  from  the  "  A.D.P."  to 
prove  it  did  not  depart  from  the  books.  Mr.  Urinkwater,  how- 
ever contested  the  idea  that  the  move  was  a  loss,  and  gave  play  va  hich 
proved  a  draw.  At  the  ninth  move  of  Var.  2  of  the  solution,  the 
Editor  remarked.  "Why  not  play  16-11  here,  and  VV  wins?" 
This  position  was  afterwards  given  a  few  moves  earlier  as  '*  A 
Tough  Little  Nut."     See  Prob.  765. 

838  is  an  End-game  from  the  "  White  Dyke,"  and  \^ as  given  as  a 
draw  by  a  noted  player  and  analyst. 

839. — This  position  occurs  in  game  1597  Glasgow  Herald^  by 
Mr.  J.  Lees,  junr ,  which  was  given  as  a  correction  of  Mr.  Bryce  s 
play.  Mr.  Bryce  gave  play  to  prove  that  var.  9, ''  Ayrshire  Lassie," 
in  Anderson's  third,  was  a  win  for  White — not  a  draw — and  Mr. 
Lees'  play  was  intended  to  prove  the  var.  was  a  draw.  Mr. 
Downie,  however,  proves  the  var.  to  be  neither  a  win  for  White 
nor  a  draw,  but  a  Black  win. 

846  is  a  position  that  was  left  as  a  Black  win  in  game  830 
Glasgow  Herald,  and  was  afterwards  sent  to  the  Herald,  accom- 
panied by  the  solution  showing  a  draw.  At  the  last  move  of  the 
Trunk  it  is  remarked,  "The  position  is  now  so  unique  that  if 
merely  set  on  the  board  one  would  be  disposed  to  say  that  it  could 
not  occur  in  play." 

847.  —  This  position  occurs  in  the  Trunk  of  Anderson's 
*'  Bristol,"  and  is  the  only  liaw  that  has  been,  so  far,  discovered  in 
any  of  his  Trunk  games.  The  win  is  credited  to  Mr.  Adair  in 
Lyman's  Book  of  Problems  ;  but  the  uiscovery  of  the  win  has  been 
claimed  by  Professor  G.  \V.  Smith,  and  Mr.  J.  Zanoni  of 
Cincinnati.     Professor  Smith  claims  that  he  showed  the  correction 
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to  ^Ir.  Aflair,  and  that  Mr.  Adair  afterwards  published  it  as  his 
own.  A  newspaper  controversy  has  at  vario:  s  times  been  main- 
tainei]  concerninfi  the  authorship  of  the  discovery;  but  amidst  so 
much  talk  il  would  be  difficult  to  arrive  at  a  correct  conclusion. 
There  seems  to  be  little  doubt,  however,  that  the  correction  was 
well  known  to  all  three  claimants  before  it  was  published  at  all. 

852 — An  End-frame  with  Mr.  Howitt.  Mr.  Parker  finding  he 
could  play  up  to  this  Position,  did  so,  to  exhibit  a  neat  finish. 

853  is  a  correction  of  Position  610,  var.  1  at  10th  move,  by  the 
aurhr.T,  Mr.  W.  Legi^ett. 

855. — This  was  given  in  Anderson's  Second  Edition,  and 
attributed  to  Mr.  John  Drysdale.  It  appears  that  a  Montrose 
player,  who  had  received  a  copy  of  it  from  the  composer,  siu)wed 
it  to  Mr.  Drysdale,  and  l)y  him  it  was  contributed  to  the  publi>her 
of  Anderson's  Second  Edition.  It  was  given  as  Notable  Problem 
No.  :!  in  the  Inflejiendent. 

8G3.—  Mr.  ^Yyllie,  speaking  of  this  problem,  said,  "  This  is  the 
be.'^t  position  I  ever  saw." 

b(i^  occurred  in  an  End-game,  in  which  Mr.  "Willie  Gardner 
played  Whites  and  lost.  He,  however,  dotted  down  the  position 
for  after-consideration.  On  examining  it  carefully  he  discovered  it 
\N  as  a  draw,  and  sent  it  for  publication  in  this  work. 

8G8. — This  position  occurred  in  the  4Gth  game  in  the  Martins- 
McKerrow  march,  when  5-9  was  played,  and  the  game  was  drawn. 

8G9.— An  End-game  from  the  '*  W  bite  Dyke."  It  was  given  as 
a  ^^in  for  Blacks  by  a  noted  player  and  analyst. 

870.  -An  End-game  between  the  late  Champion.  Andrew  Ander- 
son and  Mr.  Seaton. 

871. — An  End-game  with  the  late  Mr.  P.  Graham,  South  wick. 
Mr.  Parker  remarks  that  4-8  for  first  move  admits  of  a  draw. 

877.  For  the  best  and  fullest  solution  of  this  problem,  the 
Draughts  Editor  Svnderland Eclio  offered  a  prize — Gould's  Problem 
Book  ;  and  the  prize  was  awarded  to  Mr.  John  Poss,  of  Glasgow, 
for  the  fullest  solution  sent  in.  Many  other  solutions  were  received, 
t^'O  of  ^Nhich  were  correct,  but  they  only  gave  one  line  of  play. 
The  Editor  in  his  concluding  remarks  says,  the  position  is  one  of 
*' undoubted  excellence,  and  it  will  enhance  still  further  the  well- 
deserved  reputation  of  the  author  as  a  profound  problemist." 
^lessrs.  McKay,  Gourlay,  Smith  (Leeds),  Smith  (Spennymoor), 
Bell,  and  many  others  of  the  '*  Upper  Draughts  Thousand  '  sent 
their  hearty  acknowledgments  of  the  intricacy  and  beauty  of  the 
conception.     Mr.  Allen's  solution  in  full  is  given. 

878  ^^as  given  in  the  Glusfjoiv  Herald,  and  excited  considerable 
interest,  the  Editor  having  intimated  his  intention  of  acknowledg- 
ing all  correct  solutions.  At  fifth  move  of  solution,  if  White  plays 
30-26  (the  most  natural-looking  move),  Black  can  force  a  draw  ; 
and  the  manner  in  which  White  secures  •'  Firtt  Position  "  at  13th 
move,  by  the  ''waiting  play"  of  13-9,  is  very  neat.  It  was 
contributed  to  this  work,  with  others,  by  Mr.  McCall,  Draughts 
Editor,  Glasqoiu  Heiald.

NOTES    ON    THE    POSITIONS. 


880  is  from  the  ending  of  "New  Thirteenth"  game,  var.  14,  in 
Barker  Brothers'  "  World  Checker  Book." 

181  and  some  others  in  this  section  were  contributed  by  Mr. 
Drink  water. 

883. — This,  and  many  of  the  other  positions  in  this  section,  by 
Mr.  Wardell,  are  from  "Barker's  American  Checker  Player." 
They  are  grand  productions,  and  it  will  greatly  benefit  most 
Draughtplayers  to  study  carefully  the  play  and  variations  given  in 
the  solutions.  I  request  the  reader's  pardon  for  persistently 
spelling  his  name  all  through  with  an  a — Wardall — a  mistake  on 
my  part.  The  "American  Checker  Player,"  by  C.  F.  Barker, 
from  which  I  quote,  I  may  here  observe,  is  described  to  me  by 
one  of  our  most  able  critics  as  "  an  undoubtedly  fine  and  scientific 
work." 

.888  is  not  by  an  American  author,  but  as  I  copied  it  and  others 
from   '  Bowen's  Cross,"  1  have  given  it  a  place  in  this  section. 

895  was  given  in  the  "New  York  Checker  Monthly"  as  a  win 
for  White. 

896  and  897  are  companion  problems. 

898  is  given  to  show  a  neat  correction  of  var.  2,  of  prob.  892,  at 
second  move. 

899  is  a  useful  study,  and  is  a  likely  position  to  occur  in  play. 
915. — The  "American  Draught-Player"  leaves  this  as  a  Draw. 
941  is  by  the  late  J.  Birtie,  of  Dundee. 

948. — In  favouring  the  Gldsgoiv  Herald  with  the  above  position, 
Mr.  Lyman  requested  that  there  might  be  a  delay  of  two  or  three 
weeks  before  giving  the  solution,  and  that  solutions  be  invited 
lie  wrote: — "The  position  cost  me  considerable  labour,  but  1  will 
be  amply  compensated  if  it  excites  a  little  curiosity  on  the  part  of 
the  amateurs  contributing  to  the  HeraliW  And  the  Editor  iu 
response  said  he  "had  pleasure  in  complying  with  Mr.  Lyman's 
wishes."  At  the  end  ol  the  time  allowed,  the  Editor  received 
solutions  from  many  of  the  "upper  row"  of  Draughts  celebrities, 
and    Mattering   criticisims   from    not   a  few. 
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958. — It  will  be  noticed  that  Prob.  666  is  nearly  simihir,  but  as 
the  play  varies  I  have  given  both. 

962  and  963  are  the  renowned  "  Bowen's  Twins." 

964. — This  problem  won  the  gold  medal  in  the  Clipper  tourna- 
ment. The  position  occurs  in  the  "  Old  Fourteenth  "  openinix, 
var.  32,  in  Spayth's  "  American  Draught  Player.''  The  Drau.L^hts 
Editor,  S7inder/and  Times  (now  Echo),  from  which  I  copied,  says 
— ''In  publishing  this  problem  we  reversed  the  colours  of  the 
pieces,  making  the  terms  *  White  to  play  and  win,'  so  that  our 
young  players  might  have  the  winning  side  next  to  them."  This 
position  received  considerable  attention  from  most  of  the  promi- 
nent players  of  this  country  and  America,  and  in  no  single  instance 
was  a  satisfactory  win  proved  ;  the  opinion  therefore  became 
general  that  a  draw  could  only  be  made  of  it.  But  Mr.  Janvier's 
masterly  play  has  brought  out  the  true  merits  of  the  position,  and 
was  hailed  by  all  competent  judges  as  a  great  achievement. 

966  appeared  in  the  Newcastle  Chronicle,  and  in  presentin;^:  it

THE   BRIDGE   POSITION. 


INTRODUCTION. 


Many  young  players  ask,  *'  What  is  the  *  Bridge  *  position  ?  ^  It 
can  be  formed  on  either  side  of  the  board  by  either  black  or 
■white.  The  true  "Bridge"  position  is  formed  by  Black  men  on 
1  and  3 ;  White  to  obtain  a  king  must  first  plant  a  man  on  square 
10,  and  then  pass  by  way  of  squares  6  or  7  to  the  king-row  The 
man  on  10  is  sometimes  called  the  keystone  of  the  bridge,  and  ia 
a  source  of  weakness  to  White,  as  it  is  much  exposed  and  is  liable 
to  be  captured.  Of  course  if  a  king  can  be  planted  on  10  and  other 
kings  obtained,  via  squares  6  and  7,  then  White  has  the  stronger 
side.  Such  positions  are  treated  upon,  and  also  positions  where 
the  piece  on  3  is  a  king. 

The  side  holding  the  Bridge  position  is  undoubtedly  the  stronger, 
the  strength  sometimes  beingj  equal  to  a  man  ;  and  if  the  number 
of  pieces  is  equal  the  side  holding  the  Bridge  can  force  a  win  la 
nine  cases  out  of  ten.  The  few  instances  where  such  positions  can 
be  drawn  are  treated  upon  and  freely  explained,  as  I  think  it  is  as 
important  for  the  student  to  know  how  to  draw  these  positions  aa 
it  is  how  to  win  Tirst  or  Second  Positions.  I  may  here  mention 
that  one  of  the  finest  of  these,  in  my  opnion,  is  the  famous 
**  Petterson  Drawbridge,"  which  is  fully  treated  upon. 

The  student  must  bear  in  mind  that  in  order  to  win  the  Bridge 
Position  it  is  necessary  that  the  side  holding  the  "  Bridge  "  must 
have  at  least  two  kings. 

A  search  through  the  various  works  on  the  game.  Problem 
Books,  and  periodicals,  reveals  very  few  examples  of  Bridge  posi- 
tion endings,  and  I  am  tempted  to  think  that  the  old  masters  did 
not  attach  so  much  importance  to  them  as  they  did  to  short, 
snappy  endings.  For  instance,  in  Sturges's  renowned  **  One 
Hundred  and  Fifty  Critical  Situations'*  we  find  one  solitary  ex* 
ample,  and  that  is  of  the  short,  crisp  kind.  In  the  other  Problem 
Books  there  is  just  a  sprinkling :  Gould's  and  Lyman's  contain 
about  a  dozen  each, '*  World's  Problem  Book"  two  only,  Prob- 
lemist's Guide  and  Leggett's  three  or  four.  It  is  in  the  newspaper 
columns  and  periodical's  that  we  find  the  most  examples.  From 
these  I  have  selected  the  best. 

In  conclusion,  I  consider  a  knowledge  of  Bridge  Position  End* 
incfs  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  student,  enabling  him  to  finish 
off  his  games  with  neatness  and  despatch.

1003  IS  a  Bridge  po.-it'on  with  the  fewest  number  of  pieces.  The 
<white  king  has  come  down  hard  on  the  black  piece?,  imd  so  con- 
fined them  that  one  mu^t  be  sacrificed;  bat  the  win  is  only 
achieved  by  exact  play. 

1004  is  a  very  fine  problem;  the  advantage  of  the  "Bridge'* 
and  the  king  on  18  are  sufficient  to  balance  the  inequality  ot  pieces, 

1010  and  1011  ar.^  two  of  the  most  instructive  positions  of  thi.i 
series,  and  should  b?  known  by  every  player,  as  they  frcqu.mllj 
occur  from  other  openings. 
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1011.  In  this  projlern  black  has  the  Bridge  position,  and  though 
A  piece  down  the  ))roximiLy  of  his  kin^  eoabh^s  him  to  draw.  This 
was  given  as  x  white  win  by  no  Iws  a  pe^-sonnge  than  Drummond, 
wbose  play  Mr.  Lyo\js  corrects.

It  will  be  seen  that  white  cannot 
get  the  grip  on  19  ;  and,  later,  black  gets  the  move  and  draws. 

i0l4.  Here  bla.-k  has  two  kings  to  one  ;  but  white  has  a  double 
grip  on  black's  pieces,  as,  in  addiiion  to  the  Bridge,  he  has  a  hold 
with  the  king  on  19,  forcing  both  black  kings  to  remain  round  the 
piece  on  23. 

1016.  Here  black  has  got  into  line  to  break  the  Bridge,  but 
wliite's  superior  disposition  of  his  pieces  forces  a  win. 

1017.  (a)  Shows  a  very  neat  way  of  getting  out  of  the  confined 
position  in  which,  if  white  had  played  correctly,  he  ought  to  have 
won.  This  little  trap  should  be  carefully  noted,  as  it  may 
frequently  crop  up.  (/;)  If  32-23,  then  31-27  brings  out  the  same 
draw.
